Paris, July 13.—This was the 


closing day of parliament and it 
viBs largely devoted to the reha- 
bilation of Alfred Dreyfus, so that

may witness his return to thte ar- 
my and the effacement

The chamber of deputies met at 


nine in the morning lor the purpose 
of hastening the parliamentary pro 
cetlurc, and War Minister Etienne im- 
mediately presented two government 
hills, one raising Captain 1/iu^ins to 
tile rank of mapor of artillery, ami 
tho other promoting 
Captain 
1'io- 


quart to that of brigadier general. M. 
Btienne asked for speedy acton, add- 
ing that it was the government's in- 
tention to decorate Dreyfus \ \ i t h tin- 
cross of the Legion of Honor. 
This 


announcement brought out a storm 
of applause. 


The bills were referred to the ar- 


my committee, 
which at omv went 


into session, 
approved 
them 
and 


drafted 
strong, 
favorable 
reports1, 


which 
will be debated later.

Popular In China As • 


Means of Travel. 


The Japanese JInrikishas were es- 


tablished in Shanghai as public ve- 
hiclesl several years ago, and their 
introduction In various other porti 
in China is being pushed with char- 
acteristic 
Japanese 
energy. 
The 


wholesale price for these vehicles 
laid down in Shanghai is approxi- 
mately |38 Mexican, or about $19 in 
American money. 
-These machines 


are of three grades, and their retail 
prices here are $48, $51 and |52 
Mexican. 
The Japanese jlnrlklsha 


-manufacturers have already estab- 
lish ad agencies In Shanghai and are 
carrying on their campaign of trade 
aggression with an energy which al- 
ready 
presupposes 
gratifying 
re- 


turns. 


These machines are constructed en- 


>n-i\ of wood, with the exception of 
.he springs, axles, and the few neces- 


•Fapaneso Jinriklsha. 


sory metal trimmings on the body, In 
the hood, and the iron tire. The Ja- 
>a:ie:-,e vehicle commands a consid- 
erably higher rental from the coolies, 
who pay a certain amount daily to 
the companies or jlurlkisha masters 
operating them. This is due to its 
.uiractlvo and 
showy 
appearance, 


which, is naturally more inviting to 


L' public, thus increasing the daily 


receipts of the jinrikisha coolie. 


Expressions are not infrequently 


hoi,rd in Central and Northern China 
tha* the Japanese article is built to 
sell because of Its attractive appear- 
ance, lightness of construction and 
other desirable qualities, but 
that 


strength and durability have no part 
In Its make-up. 
In Shanghai along 


thr re are now approximately 250 Ja- 
panese made vehicles, and although 
they have been in use but a compara- 
tlvfly short time, complaints are In- 
creaslng weekly of the necessity for 
•on'-tnut repair. 
The lacquer work 


on the Japanese machines Is boau- 
• I f u l in appearance and showy when 
it I- ilrst landed at its destination in 
'Jhina, but 
experience has proved 


that It is not at all desirable for pub- 
lic use. Exposed constantly to the 
\vijtthor the lacquer will flnko off, 
•ind this cannot be replaced in China, 
for there are no lacquer workers 
i here. 


There is only one way to success- 


fully repair such a condition, and 
that i.s to place in the depression in 
fh< 
surface caused by the chipping 


off of the lacquer a cement, the basis 
which is an ash formed from 
the 


buru'n.u of joss ] si per. Over this is 
the r. spread a thin layer of paint, but 
no otliei part of ibe body of the vehi- 
"lo is touched, for the reason that 
pnint in China will not adhere to 
lacquer. 


Contractors who have been hand- 


line; the Japanese jinrikisha declare 
thiit it is frequently 
necessary to 


strip off all the lacquer nnd then re- 
paint the wood of the entire body 
and shafts. Such repairs are expen- 
sive, and fall on the men who buy 
tho machines and not on the coolies 
who operate them; hence it is essen- 
tial to give the former an article 
ihai will not require a constant out- 
lay in repairs. Into this proposition 
the American manufacturer should 
Instittuto careful Inquiries. 


The necessity for the neat appear- 


ance of JInrikishas in Shanghai is in- 
dicate! by the fact that they arc un- 
der the supervision of the niunici- 
palitv and that a quarterly Inspection 
Is regularly made. By this it is not 
to be assumed that the vehicles are 
permit tod to run the whol? th-eo 
months without beinc; subjected to 
an examination. 
If found unclean, 


unsanitary, or not in accordance with 
the regulations, the jlnriksha coolie 
is subjected to a suitable pun'sh- 
ment. A Japanese Jinrikisha with its 
lacquer badly damaged vlll not be 
permitted on the streets of Shanghai 
iny more than one with si wheel con- 
taining a loosened spoke or a Chi- 
nese vehicle with a broken hood or 
a body that has parted company with 
Its paint. 
Tinder present conditions 


(he jinriklshas yielded a serviceable 
revenue to the government, for fully 
7,."iQO Jinrlltlshas arc licensed every 
month.

SXA1L DIET IX DISEASE. 


Advocated Ap n Cure for Consump- 


tion A Hundred Years Ago. 


Thol report, that snails as a diet 


bavo become fashionable has creat- 
ed a geat demand for them at for- 
eign restaurants in London. 


Many years ago, in the rural dis- 


tricts of England, snails were con- 
sidered a nutritious and strengthen- 
ing diet for people in delicate health, 
and a cure for coughs, colds, cancer 
and consumption. An old cookery 
book, a hundred years old, gives the 
following recipe as a certain cure for 
a hacking cough: "Take three snails, 
stew them In barley water, and drink 
the liquid during the night when the 
cough Is troublesome." 


Consumptive patients were often 


sent from large towns to lodge in 
country cottages 
(in Surrey espe- 


cially) to undergo a course of treat- 
ment, consisting principally of lifo 
In the open air aud fresh snail brolb, 
three times a day. 


The large white snails to be found 


on the Sussex Downs sire not "na- 
tives," but were Imported from Italy 
by one of the earls of Arundol, 
whose wife—an Italian—was con- 
sumptive, and believed sho could be 
restored to health by a diet of snails 
brought over from her beloved ua- 
tivo land. 


Apart from thc-ir nutritive and eas- 


ily digested properties, snails prop- 
erly prepared and properly cooked, 
are declared to be an epicurean deli- 
cacy fit for any table as has long 
been recoglzed in many parts of tho 
Continent. 


The aristocrat of its species Is tho 


large Burgundian snail, whose rich- 
ness of flavor Is attributable (o its 
diet of vino leaves, and the method 
of its preparation for the table i.s ap- 
plicable to all kinds of snails. 


Tho snails are collected and placed 


In 
small Inclosures 
nnd supplied 


with 
an 
abundant 
diet 
of 
vine- 


leaves; 
when 
they 
have stopped 


"spitting," as the peasants describe 
It—thai is, cease to exude a froth- 
thcy arc ready for packing for mar- 
ket, to which they are dispatched ;;i 
largo baskets. 


They are usually purchased by the 


pork butchers, and by them soake'l 
for three hours In weak salt water. 
hen rinsed in two or three baths of

water,

The snails are then scalded !r. 


boiling water, to which a little vim1- 


ar has been added, then minced 
inoly with a little fat pork, s\.-eei 
lerbs (or occasional truffles), and 
Reasoned with salt and pepper. The 
clean shells are then filled with this 
mixture, and they are ready for rale, 
and only require fifteen minutes bak- 
ng in the oven before being read;, 
for the table.

No doubt the general principles of 


cooking are the same in the open 
air as in a well ordered kitchen. Yot 
a very good cook might find it diffi- 
cult to emulate the feats of some un- 
pretentious woodsman, jf he found 
himself in a wet, sodden forest, with 
darkness coming on, and he 
were 


told to get a hearty inoal for a half 
dozen hungry men as quickly as pos- 
sible. 
Under such conditions fancy 


dishes are out of place. A man that 
knew his business would set about 
the job somewhat as follows: 
The 


Hour bag would be opened, a hand- 
till of salt with a sufficiency of bak- 
ing powder and enough (lour tor the 
purpose would be mixed with water 
nto a batter. This a backwoods cook 
always does in the flour bag itself, 
rolling back the top of the bag be- 
ioie beginning. After a time he has a 
mess of well kneaded dough in a cir- 
cular basin of flour. This is made 
into flat cakes and they arc placed in 
a couple of frying- pans, tilted at an 
angle before the embers, or, better 
still, should he have a bake oven or 
reflector, it is placed in this, and a 
great mass ot hardwood coals 
are 


j-trewn in front of and underneath the 
tray that contains the dough. 
This 


bread will 
require 
very 
constant 


watching and' turning, so that 
the 


cook dare not leave it for long. He 
finds time, however, to put on a large 
kettle of water to boil and to cut up 
his salt pork ready 
for parboiling. 


When the braad is baked, an opera- 
tion that does not take very long, a 
frying pan is half filled with water, 
and the pork boiled until all the salt 
io out. Two or three changes of wa- 
ter may be required. Tho kettle is 
now boiling and a liberal amount of 
strong black or green tea is thrown 
in. 
This is usually allowed to boil 


for a minute or two. and then taken 
off and stood to draw on the hot em- 
bers. The old household allowance 
of "one spoon for each person and 
one for the pot" will not do in the 
woods; for some occult reason, more 
of the leaf is required in open air 
cookery, though I must confess most 
woodsmen overdo the 
thing, and, 


moreover, they boil their tea far too 
long. This and the amount of fried 
food they are forced to oat probably 
account for 
the 
indigestion 
from 


which even the most rugged often 
suffer.—Charles A. Bramble in Rec- 
reation, July number.
